SCHOOLS GET 
STATE FUNDS 
FOR RENTALS 


Adams County school districts 
are receiving $52,872.58 from the 
state to help them pay the “rent” 
on their new school buildings, 
County Superintendent of Schools 
C. P. Keefer announced today. 
Individual amounts range from 
$13,595.36 for Hamiltonban Twp. 
to $1,014.90 for one rental that 
must be paid by Mt. Pleasant 
Twp. 
The checks represent the part 
the state pays as a share of the 
cost the districts have in making 
their annual payments on the new 
school construction. The schools 
themselves were built under au­ 
thorities which float the bonds by 
which the structures are con­ 
structed. The authorities then pay 
off the debt over a period of 
years from rentals received from 
the school districts. 
Since some districts are in­ 
volved in more than one school 
construction project they receive 
more than one check.

William H. Ayres, R-Ohio, raises 
the minimum wage from $1 an 
hour to $1.15 for the 24 million 
employes now covered and brings 
in 1.4 million who were formerly 
uncovered. Hie bill now goes to 
the Senate. 
BLOW TO LEADERS 
The administration-backed bill 
would have increased the wage 
to $1.25 in two steps and brought 
in 3.8 million more workers. 
The defeat of the compromise 
hill was also a bitter blow to the 
House leadership.

U.S. Launches 
Rocket Today 


CAPE CANAVERAL. Fia. (AP) 
■A Thor-Delta rocket knifed sky­ 
ward today in an attempt to pro­ 
pel a payload deep into space to 
study mysterious magnetic fields 
and the intensity of solar winds. 
The launch was designed to 
hurl A 78-pound satellite into a 
hi$ily 
elliptical 
orbit 
ranging 
from 94 miles to more than 120, 
OOO miles above the earth. Its 
finding could help map the safest 
route for man to follow on his 
future journeys into space. 
The satellite itself looked much 
like an old-fashioned potato mash 
er, with a sphere-topped rod ex­ 
tending from a cylinder bose. It 
ie 52 inches high. 
Because of the extreme cigar 
shaped orbit sought, the satellite 
was to make one sweep around 
the globe in 111 hours—more than 
44 days—compared to the nor 
mal satellite circuit of two hours 
or less. 
Tile 92-foot Thor-Delta blazed 
away right on time at 10:17 a.m. 
spurting a tongue of flame from 
its liquid-fuel engine. The satel 
lite, to be called Explorer X, was 
cradled in t o bom.

But the Soviets 
remained silent on Western peace 
proposals put forward by the 
British. 
London's proposal is that Brit­ 
ain and the Soviet Union, as co­ 
chairmen of the 1954 Geneva con­ 
ference on Indochina, ask the 
warring factions in Laos to cease 
hostilities and revive the control 
commission of India. Poland and 
Canada. An international peace 
conference would then be called.

750 Schools Face

HARRISBURG (API—State of- 
ficials report some 750 schools will 
not be allowed to reopen after the 
summer vacation if they do not 
comply with state fire and safety 
regulations.

"We must 
now impose a cutoff date or be 
remiss in our responsibilities.”

Chairman Bruce J. Milliren said 
compliance with state orders is 
between 75 and 80 per cent com­ 
plete in about 3,700 schools in the 
state.

MUCH AT STAKE_____________ 
By B E M FR IC K 
WASHINGTON (AP)-Many an 
American must be asking himself 
today, “Why should I care about 
Laos?” 
The same question must have 
occurred to millions of people in 
other lands after President Ken­ 
nedy* news conference Thursday 
night. 
Laos, by anybody’s standards. 
is a backward, landlocked nation 
of two million people. To most 
American* it is 6,000 miles from 
nowhere. 


M O ST L Y IL L IT E R A T E 
As nations go. Laos can barely 
qualify as one. Most of its people 
are illiterate and some haven’t 
the foggiest notion of nationalism. 
So why bother about it? So why 
should President Kennedy make 
it plain to the world that the 
United States would not idly stand 
by while the Communists overrun 
the place? 
As a landlocked nation abutting 
Red China on its northern border, 
Laos is like a wedge. If the Com­ 
munists can drive their wedge 
deep enough, the entire area is 
split apart. 


ID E A L S P R IN G B O A R D 
Laos touches on four nations 
which are non-Communist—Cam­ 
bodia. 
Burma, 
Thailand 
and 
South Viet Nam. 
A Communist Laos would pro­ 
vide an ideal springboard for any 
Red attempts to seize these na­ 
tions and, ultimately, all of Smith- 
east Asia piecemeal. 
But the chain of events which 


the loss of Laos could entail does 
not stop there. The consequences 
are far broader—indeed, world­ 
wide. 
MUCH AT STAKE 
The fall of Southeast Asia would 
substantially outflank the subcon­ 
tinent of India with its 400 million 
people, opening them to Commu­ 
nist blackmail on the north and 
east. 
For the free world, vital strate­ 
gic supplies—rubber, 
tin 
from 
Malaya, for example—would be 
gone 
Southeast Asia as a whole is a 
food surplus area even though 
vast sections 
are 
uninhabited. 
Communist control would 
give 
Red China room for expansion by 
its teeming millions and insure a 
greater food supply. 
PIECEMEAL CONQUEST 
Much of the rice for other lands 
comes from here. This would be 
shut off. 
By controlling Southeast .Asia, 
the Communist* would be a mere 
puddle jump from oil-rich Indo­ 
nesia. 
Further, Southeast Asia would 
sit like another wedge in the island 
chain which stretches from the 
Australian continent clear to Ja­ 
pan and 
which embraces 
the 
Philippines. 
The process of piecemeal con­ 
quest could go on endlessly. The

not 
necessarily 
have to be by overt action.

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CHICAGO (AP) — An explosion 
of 
undetermined 
origin 
ripped 
through a crowded North Side 
tavern Friday night, injuring at 
least 40 persons, five seriously. 
The blast tore an 8 by 10-foot 
hole in the floor of the Hi Fi 
Lounge at JHS X. Wells St., and 
a lesser hole in the ceiling. 
Police and fire officials at first 
reported the smell of explosive* 
at the scene, but a member of 
the arson and bomb squad said 
the blast definitely originated in 
the basement and the ease would 
remain undetermined until later. 
The four hospitals where the in­ 
jured were taken said most of 
them suffered cuts and abrasions 
from flying glass and debris. A 
number of patrons fell through 
the gaping hole in the floor while 
groping their way to the exits in 
the dark.

Also among the injured were a 
number of persons loitering in

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WASHINGTON (AP* - Secre­ 
tary of Interior Stewart L. Udall 
has warned George Preston Mar­ 
shall, owner of the all-white Wash­ 
ington Redskins professional foot­ 
ball team, that he will be expected 
to hire Negro players if the team 
is to play in the new District 
Stadium. 
Marshall countered immediately 
that he would be glad to discuss 
the matter any time. 
Udall, in a letter to Marshall 
Friday said the football owner is 
in for “a moral argument with 
the President and the administra­ 
tion” — and even possible crim­ 
inal prosecution — if his team 
practices discrimination. 
"I OBEY LAWS" 
Udall, himself a professional 
football fan, wrote Marshall after 
issuing a new National Park Serv­ 
ice rule to prohibit discrimina­ 
tion by teams using the $20-mil­ 
lion stadium. It is being built by 
the District of Columbia Armory 
Board on land leased from the 
Park Service. 
Marshall didn't say he would 
hire a Negro player before mov­ 
ing into the stadium in October. 
What he said was: “I obey the 
laws. If they change them I’ll 
abide by them. I didn’t know the 
government had the right to tell 
the showman how to cast the 
play. 
"I would consider it a great 
honor to meet with and discuss 
this with the President of the 
United States and would be very 
appreciative if Mr. Udall would 
arrange such a meeting. 
“Yes, I’d like to debate that 
kid. I could handle him with 
words. I used to be able to handle 
his old man (Joseph P. Kennedy, 
whom Marshall said he knew in 
Boston where the Redskins played 
before 1937 >.”

Should the seed be scarified? 
A number of years ago it was 
common to scratch or chip by 
some mechanical means the seed 
of legumes which contained rela­ 
tively large quantities—15 to 30 per 
per cent—of hard leeds. This 
process is known as scarification. 
Scarification of seed is not gen­ 
erally recommended because it 
was found that the nonhard seeds 
wert injured and in many cases 
the total germination of the scari­ 
fied seed was less than unscari­ 
fied seed from the same lot. 
INOCULATION OF LEGUMES 
“If you grow legumes make 
sure that they are properly in 
oculated. Fifty cents worth of 
legume seed inoculant, if used 
properly, can capture $60 to $120 
worth of nitrogen from the air 
through the nodules which form 
on the roots.” 
These factors should be kept 
in mind for securing effective in­ 
oculation: 
I. Use high quality, fresh in­ 
oculant made for the particular 
legume you wish to inoculate. 
Some mixed inoculant* are avail 
able which are effective on both 
alfalfa and clover. 
I. Keep inoculant m cool storage 
until used. 
3. Make sure all the seeds are 
covered with the inoculant. 
4. Protect inoculated seeds from 
sunshine and hot drying winds and 
cover the seed in the fields. 
B. When inoculating chemically- 
treated seeds apply the inoculant 
just before planting. Use extra 
inoculant. 
6. If preinoculated seed (Nocu- 
lized, Vicoat, etc ) is used, store 
in a cool place until planting. 
When not planted before the ex­ 
piration date shown on the tag 
reinoculate with fresh, viable in­ 
oculant. 
STRIVE FOR QUALITY 
What is the one most important! 
factor affecting quality rn har-l 
vesed forages7 Is it leafiness or 
color? Both of these are impor-j 
tant. The one single factof which 
determines forage quality most is 
its maturity when harvested. 
Perennial forage plants, both 
legumes and grasses, build up 
fiber in their tuques as they grow 
toward maturity. While this fiber 
adds to the total yield per acre 
it cannot be used efficiently by 
animals for milk or meat produc­ 
tion. Thus. as filler increases in 
a forage plant its feed value goes 
down. 
Research at Penn State Univer­ 
sity ana in other states indicates 
that during much of May and June 
perennial forage plants may drop 
in total digestible nutrients (TDN) 
by so much as one-half per cent 
per day. Furthermore, the older 
the forage the less acceptable it 
is to the cow. Therefore, hay or 
silage harvested from a mature 
crop contains more dry matter but 
its value for feed is much lower. 
It s also possible to cut per­ 
ennial legumes and grasses too 
early. When cut frequently at im­ 
mature stages they do not have a 
chance to store food reserves and 
thus may recover more slowly or 
in some instances actually die.

Coast-To-Coast On TV 


By PAUL GERARD 
Martin Milner and George Me­ 
haris, costars of CBS’ hour-long 
adventure series “Route 66,” could 
he the envy of every adventure­ 
some young man. What young 
man never felt at least a tinge 
of desire for the open rood some 
time in his life? Since the series 
is filmed on location Milner and 
Maharis actually are given the 
opportunity to travel the famous 
eross-oourkry route. No doubt they 
never will have to experience the 
rigors of the road in their capacity 
as stars of a successful television 
series, but the difficulties and ex­ 
periences of filming on location 
have not been lacking in excite­ 
ment according to Martin Milner. 
“As you know the filming is 
done in the actual locales in which 
the various stories take place.

Excitement 
“When it comes to excitement 
and adventure, we all had plenty 
there. In order to allow maximum 
current for the big television 
lights, it was necessary to Wack 
out the dramatic lighting of the 
‘King s Palace’ of the cave. The 
first time we blacked out the cave 
the only sound in the huge cathe­ 
dral was an involuntary chorus 
of gasps from the awe struck cast 
and crew. The darkness was in­ 
finite. But Virgil Thompson, the 
chief electrician, can tell you more 
about that.” 
“It’s difficult enough in a major 
atudio with every technical assist­ 
ance at hand. Imagine it,” Thomp­ 
son said, “830 feet below the sur­ 
face of the earth where the black­ 
ness makes Stygian gloom seem 
like high noon on the Sahara, 
■were all equipment has to be 
lowered by elevator and then 
trundled three-quarters of a mile 
along narrow caveways.” 
Film At Night 
Because Carlsbad Caverns it a 
national park, nothing is allowed 
to interfere at any time with the 
enjoyment of the area by the 
public. Filming had to be done 
at night when the caverns are 
closed. Thus the “Route 06” com­ 
pany was forced to work between 
6 p.m. and 8 a m. 
“When we weren't working,” 
Thompson adds, “all lights and 
cables had to be .artfully hidden 
no they would not be in evidence 
to mar the natural magnificence 
of the eave.” 
“Considering the major portion 
cf the story took place in the cave, 
♦here was plenty of excitment for 
•ll,” Milner interposed. 
It’s interesting to note that Mar­ 
tin Milner and George Maharis 
began their careers at the op­ 
posite ends of “Route 66.” Martin 
Milner got his first taste of the 
theater as a lO year-okl in chil­ 
dren’s plays in Seattle, Wash. 
George Maharis, got his first taste 
af performing before an audience 
in Queens, N. Y., when he sang 
•t a student assembly. 
Mom W as Dancer 
Although the Maharis family 
bad no connection with show busi­ 
ness, Milner’s father, on the other 
hand, was a film distributor and 
Ms mother was a dancer on the 
Paramount Theater circuit. And 
Anorn the moment Milner’s par­ 
ents settled kl Hollywood, It was 
pretty well decided that their only 
Child would become an actor. 
Uncle Sam interrupted their ca­ 
ptors long enough Is make a 


soldier out of Milner and a Marine 
out of Maharis. After discharge 
from the service, both pursued 
their careers. Both have excellent 
movie and television credits. Mil­ 
ner was featured in “The Long 
Gray Line,” “Sweet Smell of 
Success” and “Marjorie Morning­ 
star.” His latest movie, his first 
as a star, is ‘The Private Lives 
of Adams and Eve.” Milner, a 
veteran of more than 150 tele- 


v ion shows,
